The train contained about $600,000 in 
mostiy double eagles and silver dollars, in 
kegs, which bad been in the treasury since 1561, 
most of them having been received from New Or- 
leans banks. The gold was in coin boxes of the 
regular size, $25,000 Db. iad charge of the 
train, and was acvompanied by Mrs. Davis and her 
household effects. ihe president was to follow 
immediatels fhe first was made at 
Danville, Virginia, where some money was paid 
out. We then proceeded to Charlotte, where furth- 
er orders were expected, but communication was 
cut off by the federal cavairy.

“The proximity of federal troops made Charlotte 
unsafe. Il gave orders to proceed to Newburg, South 
Carolina. There more money was paidout. Rail 
communication was cut, so we had to move further 
south by wagon. We finally reached, Abbeville, 
A Ke ce having about $500 000, Here 
buried a large number of state papers, and several 
hundred million dollars in Gomtatierate notes and 
bonds, While at Abbeville, awaiting the arrival of 
the presidential party, we discovered a plot among 
the clerksand military to seize the treasure. Be- 
fore the plot ripened President Davis and cabinet 
arrived. A meeting was called, and John HH. Kea- 
gan appointed to take charge of the train.”’ 

Philbrook settled with Reagan, turning over to 
him $300,000. Ife hadalso made forty money belts, 
each with a capacity of $2,000. These were to be 
worn by the party. The train with the presiden- 
tial party then went on to Washington, Ga., where 
tne depariment disrupted, Breckenridge and Judah 
P. Benjamin, with some others, striking for Cuba, 
and others going in different directions. The 
money, Philbrook says, was never in Greensboro.

FORT VALLEY ON FIRE. 


Fifty Thousand Deliars Swallowed Up by the Flames. 

ForRT VALLEY, December 22.—[Special.}—The fire 
originated in the cook room of Byington’s hotel, 
which was entirely destroyed. It was fully coy 
ered by insurance. Brown Bro’s. loss on stock was 
eight thousand dollars, insurance six thou- 
sand; M. L. and A. Cooper, three 
thousand dollars, no insurance; M. Glass, loss six 
‘housand dollars, insurance three thousand dollars; 
J. B. James, loss thirty-five hundred,insured for 


two thousand dollars; Mrs. Sturgess, loss fifteen 
handred, insurance seven hundred dollars: A. b. 
crreene, loss fifteen hundred, insured for one thou- 
sand dollars. J. W. Hardison lost four brick stores, 
Valued atten thousand dollars, noinsurance. J. A. 
Houser, one brick store, loss three thousand dollars, 
insuranee fifteen hundred. The aggregate loss is 
fifty thousand dollars. 

CThumnBusS, Ga., December 23.—A special to the 
Enquirer-Sun says that a fire broke out at Fort 
Valley, Ga., about 2 o’clock last night from the 
cooking department of the Byington hotel. The 
hetel and a block of buildings were consumed. 
ihe loss is estimated at 350,000 to $60,000; largely 
insured. « 

The following additional particulars of the fire 
here are given: The fire originated in Byington’s 
hotel kiteBlen and was discovered at5 o’ebock this 
morning. The hotel, three stores and the ¢welling 
house of Mrs. J. L. Byington, were burned on the 
south side of Main street. and seven stores on the 
north side. Mrs. J. L. Byington’s loss is $12,000, in- 
surance 36.000; Brown Bros. loss on stock 88.000:

graph of himself, there being at the time none in 
existence that were satisfactory to her. It was at 
the time of presenting this letter, and when after 
reading it the general was arranging for sittings, 
that Mr. King says he got the glorious expression of 
Lee's eyes Which he was so happy in reproducing 
afterwards in the picture we are writing of. 
Mr. Cowell, too, has often spoken of Lee’s 
appearance at that time as impressing him more 
than ever with the noblenessand loveliness of his 
countenance. Although a man of larger statue 
than the weneral, Cowell says ‘‘it seemed to me 
that I was looking a way upto him as we talked 
over the arrangements for the sittings.’’ 

During their stay at headquarters the artists 
made numerous photographs, negatives and 
sketches of theirsubjects ani with these returned 
to their studios to finish the work. 

Atter the demands of publishers and the friends of 
the General had been satisfied, King set himself 
to the task of working up the picture of which we 
began to write with a similar one of Jackson. The 
pictures are in oil, of life-size headj and bust and 
were admirable companions though separated soon 
affer they were completed. King worked on 
these pictures as he had time during the nextsix 
months, General Lee visiting the studio for 
additional sittings. Jackson, however, did not. 
The Jackson picture was sold soon after its comple- 
tion, and isnow owned by a gentieman residing in 
Washington, D, C., hut the Lee was held by king 
until his death, which oceurred afew years later, 
and his wife, a wealthy lady residingin Connecti- 
cut, fora long time declined to part with it, but 
finally did so, and it came intothe possession of Mr. 
kK. H, Craige, atone time a resident of Atlanta, but 
now of New York, who was in Richmond at the 
time and familiar wiih the circumstances of the in- 
ception and execution of the work. 

The picture has attracted much attention 
favorable comment for its artistic merits. 
noticeable for strength and 
careful work of its detail. It will be still more in- 
teresting to those who may read the almost roman- 
tie story of its origin. Itis every way worthy of its 
subjectand is said by those who wereintimate 
with him at the time to be a correct and striking 
likenessof the great chieftain as he appeared at 
that most interesting period of his history. 

We understand that Mr. Craige will permit the 
picture to remain in Atlanta fora short time after 
the exhibition closes in order that the admirers of 
the general may have opportunity to examine it 
more conveniently than they can atthe fair. It is 
a pity thatit cannot remain here permanently, for 
we understand that there is now no great 
or original likeness of this noble and grand com- 
mander owned in the state.

From al! we could gather re- 
garding this sad occurrence the circumstances at- 
tending it are as follows: Several days ago Mr. Mil- 
ler was taken down with typhoid fever, and though 
the disease had nat assumed a serious form, and his 
symptoms were all favorable, still it had a depress- 
ing effect upon him, and had, asis usual in such 
Cases, to a certain extent affected his brain. His 
faminy did not consider him ina dangerous condi- 
tion, however,and he was frequently left alone. 
Yesterday morning while he was by himself in his 
room, he, without the knowledge of anyone, sud 
denly arose trom his bed, dressed himself, and 
went out upon the streets. Later in the day he re- 
turned to his room, and shortly thereafter, abont 
5:30 o’clock in the afterneon, he committed the fata} 
dead. Dr. Falligant reached his bedside about 
an hour after, but he was too late. 
He had died about fifteen minutes before, 
having lingered three-quarters of an hour in a state 
of uneonsciousness, All the cireumstances attend- 
ant upon the case go to sustain, beyond dispute, 
the doctor's theory that it was a case of aberration 
of mind through disturbance ef the brain, caused 
by the diead disease from which he was a sufferer. 
We met Dr. Falligant last evening, and procured 
rom him x statement of the case 
and his yiews thereon, as follows: 
“Mr. Oliver J. Miller called at my office 
on December Mth, compisining of a dull, heavy 
pain in the brain, attended with some fever, for 
which I gave him proper remediesand advised him 
to go home and go to bed, and if he did not feel 
better in the morning to send for me. I did not 
hear from him again until the morning of the 17th, 
when a message called me to bis bedside. His fever 
had evidently been rtnning several days, 
and the same heavy pain in his brain, with 
the advanced pulse aad temperature, led me to 
suspect that his case was one of cerebral typhoid. 
The following notes of the case explain themselves:

JEFFERSON DAVIS. 


His Return from Europe—Not Auxious to Write a New 
Beok—Me Thinks Keceonciliation with the Seuth far 
from Complete. 

New York Herald. 


Mr. Jefferson Davis, accompanied by his 
wife and daughter, returned yesterday morn- 
ing from Kurope on board the Breiien steam- 
er Neckar, after a long and tempestuous voy- 
age of fifteen gays from Southampton. The 
steamers from the North German Lloyd call 


at Southampton on their way to and from 
New York, and Mr. Davis seized that oppor- 


tunity on the 22d of Jast month to sail again | 


for home. Considering the great space which 
the ex-president of the defunct Confederacy 
once fiiied in the worid’s attention, but very 
limited interest appeared to be attached to 
hisreturn. Messrs. Derby and Tenney, con- 
nected with the Appletone’s puolishing house, 
paid Mr. Davis the compliment oi awaiting 
his arrival at the Hoboken dock on the partot 
his pulishers, but besides these a few of the 
representatives of the press were the only 
persons there to greet him. To these Mr. Davis 
awarded a reception which sulliciently proved 
that while his naturally kindly and social in- 
Stincts make him pleasant, and even chatty, 
in an informal conversation he rebels with 
his whole nature at the first attempt to draw 
him outon a formal question of public un- 
portance. 

Mr. Davis, as he sat on a trunk in the cabin 
chatting with his friends, though he bore the 
unmistakable traces of his very advanced 
age—he isa man of seventy-four—displayed 
yet much of that vigor in voice and gesture 
which would have only been looked for in a 
man much his junior in years. His tall, 
gaunt, wiry frame, encased in a long gray 
overcoat, Was apparently little bent, and bis 
characteristic face, with the heavily furrowed 
brow, the deep set, light, clear eyes, the 
sternly chiselled nose and mouth, with their 
rather parched expression of sunk@nness, and 
the venerable gray white beard would have 
indicated himas a man of remarkable torce 
even to anybody wio did not know that the 
lonely old waytarer was Jetfersun Davis. He 
thanked the captain of the Neckar for bring- 
ing him safely inw port in words of a cordial 
ring; indeed, his voice was strong enough to 
have been heard with good effect from the 
platiorm. Mr. Davis’s daughter, a slender, 
willowy girl of graceful manners, just home 
from a scnool in Germany, added her thanks 
in that very preity, musical German which is 
never heard trom German lips, and probably 
hever sounds more charming to German ears 
than when coming from those of American 
girls. 

“We have had a very rough trip indeed,” 
Mr. Davis said, with thatsiow, stately method 
of speech much in vogue among old fash- 
ioned southern gentlemen, after Mr. Derby 
had presented the ne Wspaper representative. 
“Indeed, the sailors say they have never ex- 
perienced such weather,”’ 

“Did you experience much discomfort on 
the voyage?” the writer asked. 

“Notatall,”” Mr. Davis responded, rather 
briskly for him. “lqim never seasick. Oth- 
ers, huwever, sutfered a good deal. The cabin 
was twice under water.’ 

“Have you enjoyed your trip to Europe, 
Mr. Davis?’ 

“Not very much,’’ was the reply, with a 
rather pained «xpression. “| was not very 
Well invst of the ume,’’ 

‘Where were you during the greater por- 
tion of your sojourn in Europe?” 

“in France. 1 wentover really to fetch my 
daughter from school in Germany, but she 
came to Paris to meet me, and | spent most 
of my time in Paris and Chantilly. Chan- 
tilly, you know is an oid, little village famous 
for its race tracks, and I visited a friend 
there.”’ 

“Did you take much interest in the ‘boom’ 
in confederate bonds?’’ 

“I did not hear much of it. My impression 
is it was mostly confined to London on the 
other side, and that very little was heard of 
itin Paris.’’ Mr. Davis had thus far spoken 
with that measured, dignified delivery pecu-, 
lar to him, but now hisstern features relaps- 
ed into abroad smile as he added jocularty, 
“I did not invest myself.’ One could see 
from his manner and from the grin with 
which he shook his head—apparently at the 
absurdity of the rise—in what a farcical light 
he regarded that already collapsed ‘‘boom.”’ 

‘Is it true that you are going te write a new 
book, your lastone havimg been so great a 
suecess ?’’ 

_ Mr. Davis laughed. “Did you ever hear of 
& man who wanted immediately after return- 
ing from a hunt to go on a new one?’ 

“Yes, if it wasa successful and pleasant 
one,’ was the off-hand reply. 

“Do you suppose any of these passengers on 
the Neckar would like to return just now to 
Europe? If you’d ask them I believe they 
all would tell you they ‘never want to go to 
Europe again as long as they live!’ Mr. Davis 
said all this in a humorous strain, as though 
the efforts incident to the production of his 
last work had yendered a long repose from 
literary labors to him most rektenan. 

Sofarso well. But now a political ques- 
tion was broached, and Mr. Davis was soon 
en his mettle. He was asked if he knew the 
recent news, and was told the speech of Sen- 
ator Davis, the temporary president of the 
United States senate, expressing his desire to 
leave politics as soon as his great object, the 
reconciliation of south and north, was accom- 
plished. 

“Well, that would be enough for any one 
man to accomplish in this world,’ Mr. Davis 
remarked, sententiously. 

“But don’t you think it has been practical- 
ly accomplished?” 

“I should think not, to judge of the legisla 
tion forthe south and the north in recent 
years and the want of harmony between the 
two sections,”’ 

“I suppose you take a livelier interest in the 
subject of the reconciliation of the south — 
horth than in almost any other. May I ask 
you, therefore, how you expect that work to 
progress under President aArthur’s adminis- 
tration ?”’ 

“How can I tell?” Mr. Davis replied with 
sudden warmth: ‘I lack the opportunities to 
inform myself on the public men of the day 
who have a voice in the administration.” 
With at emphasis he added: ‘I have 
shaken hands with political questions, and, 
moreover, I never allow any man to pump 
me.’ Mr. Dayis dWelt with special vigor of 
Voice on the word “pump,”’ as Ghough it was 
the object of his particular aversion.
